Comfortable footwear is a neces¬ 
sary adjunct to pleasant square 
dancing and has a rather interest¬ 
ing history. 

Shoes were being wont long be¬ 
fore recorded history. The first 
form of shoes were merely bags of 
hides or woven fibres tied around 
the ankle. The next form was 
uppers attached to soles in simple 
form. From there shoe shapes

progressed to virtual monstrosities, 
some being so long-toed it was 
necessary to hold the toes up with 
small chains, and some so wide that 
laws were passed limiting the 
width. 

Fortunately, however, square 
dancers are learning the comfort 
of the simple second form — a soft, 
small upper attached to a durable, 
flexible sole. 


These shoes are currently known 
as ballerinas. They have been used 
for a century or more by ballet 
dancers. In fact, one firm in New 
York has been making these dan¬ 
cing shoes since 1877. 

The true ballerina shoe has a 
sole much smaller than the foot 
and the upper turns under to meet 
the soles under the foot. This type 
is used for round or couple dancing 
and for square dancing the type 
with the full size sole and built-in 
heel is preferred. 

Many stores are acceding to pop¬ 
ular demand and stocking them 
regularly in many styles and 
colors. 

They have been worn for a num¬ 
ber of years by taws in several 
parts of the country and are now 
finding favor almost universally. 

For more comfortable dancing 
Ella Mend suggests you give them 
a trial.

ILt 1 C — if — 
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Roughness and Speed 

By Dr. Lloyd (“Pappy”) Shaw, 
Colorado Spring, Colo. 

In some dubs we find the dancers 
getting rougher and rougher, and 
faster and faster, until at last, the 
game completely dies. It is well for 
us to stop and study the situation, 
and to realize that roughness and 
speed are the certain marks of a 
beginner. Many will argue with 
you at first that only the good 
guys, only the experienced dancers 
can be rough and get away with it, 
and only the dancer who knows the 
dances thoroughly can afford to at¬ 
tempt the top speeds. But a little 
experience soon convinces you that 
roughness is an open excuse for 
dancing poorly, and at high speed 
you can cover up a million mis¬ 
takes, and get away with it. They 
are the marks of a beginner. One 
who knows how, and who loves to 
dance, always prefers smoothness 
and accuracy, and a tempo that 
will let him develop and show 
these things to their best advan¬ 
tage. 

With an experienced dancer 
there is no excuse whatever for 
roughness. As one becomes good, 
and better and better, he smoothes 
up in every way, I recall an eastern 
dancer who thought he knew all 
that was in the book, almost jerk- 
ing the arms off the ladies every 
time he met them. He was being a 
real man, in a “real man's game.” 
Some of the experienced girls laid 
for him, and as he grabbed their 
hand in a right and left grand, 
with a mighty squeeze and bone- 
crushing heave, they let the hand 
melt, so he had nothing to hold on 
to. When he had lost his balance 
and had fallen to the floor a couple 
of times, he spoke to me about it. 
I fried to tell him the truth, as 
“laughingly” as possible, and he 



reluctantly, very reluctantly, ac¬ 
cepted their verdict. He became 
much less of a rough man, and 
much more of a smooth dancer. 
And at last he really began to 
dance. 

An exhibition team usually 
dances much faster than a regular 
square in order to hold the Interest 
of the audience. In the early years 
of my exhibition work, our accom¬ 
panist couldn't be there one after¬ 
noon. And so instead of carrying 
on at our usual speed of about 150 
steps per minute, we had to use a 
record of 120 steps per minute. The 
kids went all to pieces. They could¬ 
n't dance. All the mistakes that 
they could easily hide at the higher 
speed, showed up completely at the 
slower speed. They said they 
couIdnT dance to that record. Sud¬ 
denly I learned my lesson, and I 


declared we would dance at that 
speed until I had checked ah their 
steps, and made sure they knew 
how to dance. Several of them an¬ 
nounced that they would quit 
dancing forever if I insisted on 
using that speed. And I announced 
equally firmly, that they could go 
right then, that I could only use 
dancers who knew all their steps. 
They all stayed, they all learned 
their steps, and smoothed their 
dancing close to 100%. But I had 
stumbled on a tremendous lesson. 
Slow down! 

One of the best pianists in the 
country, Fred Bergin, tells me that 
he can get no real feeling of C/S 
time at a speed greater than 128 
steps per minute. From the very 
beginning, 6/8 has been loved by 
real dancers. It has a flavor of its 
own, a delight that is unmistakable. 
So I have adopted 128 steps per 
minute as my ideal top speed, and 
I find that all the better dancers 
love it so. 

Incidentally, a floor that is mov¬ 
ing at from 185 to 140 steps per 
minute, is breathless at the end of 
a dance. They have to take time out 
to rest. They leave out the round 
dances quite naturally. They learn 
to say they don't like to' round 
dance. But it Is an absolutely es¬ 
sential part of the joy of their 
program. A speed of about 128 
steps per minute gives complete 
delight, and leaves the dancers free 
and ready for any rounds you may 
introduce. Go a little slower if you 
like. But don’t speed it up much if 
you are a real dancer, and if you 
want our charming dances to live 
longer than this short season. 

Learn to dance beautifully, until 
roughness and speed seem unbear¬ 
able to you. Get away from these 
“true marks of a beginner” as soon 
as you can. Dance beautifully, and 
may the joy of the world be yours.

Opener, trim and closer; 

Reuben, Reuben, dosey round your corner 
Swing with your sweet little girt:
